Week ended July 18. Bills of health issued to 5 vessels bound for 
the United States and its dependencies. The British steamship /us¢- 
Jields, ound in ballast for Mobile, was fumigated to kill mosquitoes. 

The French steamship Se/vador, which comes from Fort de France, 
Martinique, via numerous West Indian ports, and returns the same 
way, Was quarantined on arriving on July 12 because the bill of health 
from Fort de France, dated June 30, reported that there had been 
there 1 case and 1 death from yellow fever on June 27, It added 
there were no new cases. On this account the vessel had been quar- 
antined also at Guadeloupe June 30, and at Ponce, P. R., July 3. 
The vessel was not fumigated. It was anchored in the bay, and no 
one was allowed to go to the city, but passengers were allowed to go 
aboard. There was no sickness on board. Ninety-five passengers 
embarked here for various ports, and there were 25 others in transit. 
The vessel left July 13. There were 78 passengers landed here, of 
which number 16 were first class. They were all sent to the lazaretto 
at Cayo Duan, which is equipped with a hospital for 12 beds and i 
divided into two rooms, ‘Tents were also used. 

The persons detained were kept at Cayo Duan 5 days after landing. 
No sickness developed. Besides these persons, 7 men from Daiquiri 
were detained for 5 days’ observation. 

The port physician has informed me that plans for a first-class sta- 
tion to be erected at Cayo Duan have been approved. 

Vessels coming from Europe often bring a great number of immi- 
grants. 

No quarantinable disease was reported in this city during the week. 
The last case of yellow fever reported in this city was the one that 
died June 11. 

The situation at Daiquiri seems to be under control. I am informed 
that from June 27 to July 14 there were 13 cases of yellow fever, 
including 1 death. 

In the inspection work in this city for the week ended July 1s, 
6,128 houses were inspected. In 141 of these houses larvee were 
found in the water barrels. 

The water supply continues bad. On July 17 the alealde published 
a notice that on account of the bad condition of the water in the new 
dam it would not be used, and that the city would have to depend on 
the old aqueduct. The pipe of the old aqueduct has been cleaned. 
Water is served to the city daily from 6a. m. to 8 p. m., except Thurs- 
days and Sundays, when no water is served to the lower part of the 
‘ity, so that there may be enough pressure to supply the vate part 
of the city. 

The deaths for this week were 31, or 35.42 per 1,000 inhabitants. 
This is about 10 more deaths than usual. 
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At Daiquiri from June 27 to July 25, inclusive, there were 15 cases 
of yellow fever, with 2 deaths. 

August 4. Yesterday a third case occurred at Daiquiri. 

August 5. Daiquiri 1 new case, and 1 death, old case.

Maru, bound for Manila, and Suruga,for New York, were fumigated 
while empty.

Method of house fumigation and destruction of mosquitoes. 


Doctor Jacobs further reports: 

July 24. The case of yellow fever reported July 14 (J. C., Mexican, 
20 years old) was discharged from hospital June 22, and the case 
reported July 17 (male, Spaniard, 28 years old) was discharged this 
morning. 

I was invited to see these cases and visited the two cases a number 
of times during their stay in hospital, being given all facilities for 
examination. 

These cases being discharged, leaves Veracruz without a case of 
yellow fever. 

The authorities are working strenuously to stamp out the disease. 
Entire blocks have been fumigated, and under great difficulties, owing 
to the open courtyards of the houses. The method used is to cover 
the whole courtyard closely with one large piece of canvas, tacking it 
to the eaves and pasting paper over the crack where canvas and wood 
join. A large livery stable was fumigated in this way, bundreds of 
yards of canvas being used. The canvas being spread from the roof 
does not disturb any roosting mosquitoes in the corridors and open 
i in the outside doors and windows being closed and pasted. 

ire cages containing live mosquitoes are placed in closets and loosely 
covered with cloths, etc., before fumigating. If any are found alive 
after fumigation a refumigation is done. 

The usual time for fumigating is at night, beginning about 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon and continuing until morning. This gives time to 
stop all holes that may have been overlooked before dark, and does 
not inconvenience business houses. 

Nothing has been reported from Laguna since my last letter rela- 
tive to conditions at that port. 


Case of yellow fever at Tierra Blanca— New case of yellow fever at 
Veracruz. 


Doctor Jacobs further reports: 

July 28. A case of yellow fever was announced July 27 at Tierra 
Blanca, a station on the Veracruz and Pacific Railroad, about 90 kilo- 
meters from this city.

Reports from Manila— Cholera and smallpoa— Cholera in the Prov- 
7nCe8— Inspection of interisland vessels discontin ved Inspection of 
vessels— Quarantine transactions, month of May, 1908. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, June 15 and 23: 

Week ended June 13. Quarantinable diseases were reported for the 
city of Manila as follows: Cholera 1 case, with 1 death; and small- 
pox 5 cases, with 2 deaths. 

Owing to the onset of the rainy season, smallpox is gradually 
decreasing both in the number of cases and severity. 

Cholera continues to be present in the Provinces of Capiz and Pan- 
gasinan, a total of about 100 cases per day being reported during the 
past week. 

. Within the past ten days 3 cases of cholera were detected upon the 
railway trains which come into Manila from Pangasinan Province. 
These were promptly isolated and there has been no spread from them. 
June 11 a case of cholera was reported in the person of an employee 
of a bakery in the district of San Nicolas. It is not definitely known 
how he contracted the disease, because he died a few hours after he 
was discovered, but there is circumstantial evidence to the effect that 
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he ate some infected fruit which came from the Province of Panga- 
sinan. Since that date no further cases are known to have occurred 
in the city. 

No consular bills of health were issued during the week at the port 
of Manila to vessels proceeding to ports in the United States or its 
possessions. 

Week ended June 20, 5 cases of smallpox, with 2 deaths. 

The inspection of incoming inter-island vessels, which has been 
made at the port of Manila since the Service established the quarantine 
inspection in 1900, as well as the inspection of arriving inter-island 
vessels at Iloilo and Cebu, has been discontinued. Only such inter- 
island vessels as come from infected ports will be subject to inspec 
tion. In view of the health organization which exists throughout the 
islands, and the fact that over three-fourths of the population of the 
Philippine Islands have been vaccinated, and that two-thirds of the 
territory of the Archipelago has been freed of lepers, it was considered 
advisable to discontinue the inspection which has heretofore been made 
of inter-island vessels, and if the circumstances warrant to confine 
inspections hereafter to vessels from foreign ports. In order, how- 
ever, that inter-island vessels may be maintained in proper sanitary 
condition, arrangements have been made whereby these vessels will be 
inspected in port by Service officers, and the requirements with regard 
to cleanliness strictly enforced. 

During the week consular bills of health were issued at the port of 
Manila as follows: 

June 15, the U. S. army transport Sher‘dan, with 190 in the crew 
and with 507 passengers, was granted a bill of health for San Francisco 
via Nagasaki and Honolulu. The crew and the steerage passengers 
were bathed, and their effects and baggage disinfected at the Mari- 
veles quarantine station. The vessel was partially disinfected. The 
baggage and cargo were either disinfected, or passed after inspection. 
All persons on board were inspected at the hour of sailing. 

On June 15 the American steamship 7remont, with 142 in the crew 
and with 26 passengers, was granted a bill of health for Tacoma, via 
Hongkong and Japanese ports. All persons on board were inspected 
at the hour of sailing. The cargo and baggage were inspected and 
either disinfected or passed while loading. 

On June 16 the British steamship Sunghkiang, with 64 in the crew 
and with 41 passengers, en route from Amoy and Hongkong to Cebu 
and Iloilo, was granted a supplerental bill of health. The members 
of the crew were bathed a their effects disinfected at Mariveles. 

On June 18 the British steamship 7s¢nan, with 70 in the crew and 
with 43 passengers, en route from Yokohama to Zamboanga, was 
granted a supplemental bill of health.

Status of plaque 


The following is received from the Government laboratory under 
date of July 17: 

Official returns of plague in Trinidad to July 14, 1908, inclusive, 
give 17 cases and 13 deaths. 

No new case of plague has occurred since July 4, and clean bills of 
health are now issued. ‘No case has occurred in the country districts, 
notwithstanding unrestricted intercourse with Port of Spain, and none 
among about 300 contacts that were removed to the isolation camp. 

There is very little intercourse with Venezuela, and an official patrol 
in the Gulf prevents any small boats landing passengers in unauthor- 
ized ports. Quarantine, disinfection, fumigation of all coastal sloops 
and ships on entering and leaving Port of Spain and other precautions 
are taken. The examination of rats continues.

Great Britarin—Fngland and Wales.—The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended July 11, 
1908, correspond to anannual rate of 11.4 per 1,000 population, which 
is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London.—Nine hundred and eighty-nine deaths were registered 
during the week, including measles 16, scarlet fever 4, diphtheria 8, 
whooping cough 14, enteric fever 2, tuberculosis 142, and 25 from 
diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 
10.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,359 deaths were registered. In 
the ‘‘outer ring” the deaths included 3 from measles, 1 from diphthe- 
ria, 1 from scarlet fever, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended July 11, 1908, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 16.6 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Sligo, 
viz, 4.8, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 26.6 per 1,000. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended July 11, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 13.2 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The high- 
est rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 17.6, and the 
lowest in Aberdeen, viz, 8.5 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 465, including measles 3, scarlet 
fever 2, diphtheria 2, typhus fever 1, and 17 from whooping cough. 

Japan—Formosa.—Four weeks ended July 4, 1908. Estimated 
population, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. Thir- 
teen deaths from enteric fever and 121 from plague reported. 

Matta—Two weeks ended July 4, 1908. Estimated population, 
206,690.
